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EDMONTON POSTMASTER AR- 
RESTED FOR THEFT 
Edmonton, Jan. 11.—George §S. 


Armstrong, postmaster at Edmonton 
postoffice, appeared before Magistrate 
Primrose in the city police court to- 
day on a charge of theft of $50,000 
in August, 1919, and on the application 
of Sydney B. Woods, K.C., was given 
an adjournment untl January 18. 

After careful consideration Magis- 
trate Primrose set bail at . $40,000, 
with two or more sureties. Mr, Woods 
secured four citizens willing to give 
the necessary sureties, and Armstrong 
was released at 11 a.m. 

Seldom has Edmonton been so stir- 
red as by the arrest of George B. 
Armstrong, posmaster, former mayor, 
prominent Conservative, high degree 
Mason and elder in his church. Cit- 
izens in all y.alks of life were shocked 
Thursday morning when it became 
generally known that Armstrong had 
been taken into custody on a charge 
of stealing $50,000 from the post- 
office vault in August of 1919. The 
postoffice mystery has been accepted 
by the public as one that would never 
be solved. There were hints now and 
then that the money had been quietly 


“returned and that someone “higher- 


up” was being shielded but none ex- 
pected Thursday's sensational climax. 

Armstrong was subjected to a 
merciless questioning in the room of 
a local hotel before his arrest. Taken 
before federal officers Wednesday 
morning, he was kept there all day 
and all night until three o’clock on 
Thursday morning when he was for- 
mally placed under arrest and taken 
to the police station where he was 
locked in a cell. When he appeared 
later in the court he showed the ef 
fects of the stra‘a he had been under. 
He was unshaven and wore no collar 
or tie. 

“] swear before God I am _ not 
guilty,” repeated Armstrong again} 
and again during the morning while 
awaiting the arrival of his lawyer, S. 
B. Woods, K.C.. and his appearance 
before Police Magistrate Primrose. In 
court, Mr. Woods secured an adjourn- 


oral ofthe hegemr until next Thurs- 


day. 

Visibly pale and fingering his mouth 
and chin nervously Armstrong ap- 
peared relieved when the first part 
of his ordeal came to an end, 

“The arrest is the culminating point 
in a long and painstaking investiga- 
tion,” stated Willam Duncan, federa! 
officer, “durng which I have travelled 
twelve thousand miles.” Witnesses 
will have to be brought from far dis- 
tant points, he added, but would give 
no details as to whether the money 
had been recovered or not. It is com- 
mon knowledge that other arrests are 
pending, one of them, it is declared 
being that of a former member of the 
city police force. 

The theft for which Armstrong is 
held took place over the civie holiday 
week-end in August, 1919. The notes 
done up in three parcels, were shipped 
from the Winnipeg office on the Mer- 
chants Bank to the branch here, The 
parcels were received late Saturday 
afternoon and were placed in the vault

According to a recent statement 
by Commissioner E, S. Bishop, there 
is a certain amount of confusion in the 


public mind regarding responsibility 


for the enforcement of the liquor laws. 
This is explained by the commission- 
er as follows: 

Throughout the province as a whole 
outside cities and larger towns, re- 
sponsibility rests with the Alberta 
Provincial Police. In connection wit 
this force, there is organized a speciai 
liquor squad, in order to increase their 
efficiency in this branch of their duty. 
In cities and towns, this responsibility 
rests on the municipal police and civic 
authorities. This arrangement be- 
tween provincial and municipal au- 
thorities was made mainly in the in- 
terests of economy and to prevent un- 
necesstry over-lapping. The ultimate 
responsibility for the maintenance of 
all law and order, however, in urban 
and rural communities alike, 
with the attorney-general, and he may 
if circumstances justify it, utilize pro- 
vincial within municipality.

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THE ENGINEER’S REPORT 


The suggestion contained in Supt. 
Pearson’s report, which appears clse- 
where in this issue of The Times, to 
use debenture interest and sinking 
fund monies to rebuild our utilities 
appears to us to be an excellent one 
and brings 2 ray of hope to the citi- 
zens of this town as regards possible 
lowering of light and water rates.

light and water rates have been kept | 
up in view of the enormous savings) 
which have been made in the last three | 
years. It is known, of course, that) 
the machinery responsible for the sav- | 
ings has been paid for, but the fact 
that $30,000 has also been turned over 
to the general revenue of the town 
is news to the majority of Macleod 
citizens. It should be a source of sat- 
isfaction to the ratepayers to know 
that such rapid strides have been made 
for lifting the town out of the mire 
of debt. It seems, however, that if} 
the utilities are to be put in proper 
shape out of monthly earnings nothing 
remains but to keep up the rates un- 
til the work is finished. These are} 
hard times with most of us and any 
reduction in the light and water rates, | 
however small, would be most accept- 
able. Supt. Pearson is generally in-| 
clined to see only the hard business} 
side of any proposition but this sug: | 
gestion of his shows that he has an) 
understanding of the people’s troubles 
and it’s certainly hoped that the coun-) 
cil will be successful in getting the 
bondholders to see the justice of this 
latest suggestion. 

The technical details and the finan-|

WESTERN CANADA’S PROBLEMS 

All of the financial reviews for the 
year agree in their estimate of the 
serious financial conditions in West- 
ern Canada. The big crops have not 
brought any large profit, and debt re- 
duction is not at all general. The ob- 
ligations that have been carried over 
from 1922 from past crop failures 
will, in part, have to be carried over 
until the crop of 1923. The whole 
outcome depends on the establishing 
of either better producing conditions, 
or on the improvement of markets 
abroad.

No changes of any important na- 
ture have been made in power plant 
during the past year. The large gas 
engine installed in July, 1920, has 
given splendid service through the 
year, has carried the load at all times 
and has in cash outlay only cost $150 
for repairs. This engine in my opin- 
ion holds a record for performance 
which would be hard to beat; it has 
run during the installation in Mac- 
leod over 21,000 hours at a cost of 
about $300.00 for repairs. As we 
only have this one engine to carry our 
load it becomes necessary to carry 
out all repairs and adjustments on 
Sundays and holidays. A short time 
since it became necessary to remove 
a flywheel weighing 24% tons to make 
some small repairs.

Electric Light Operation 

The past year has been one of con- 
siderable activity in the electric light 
|department, One and a quarter miles 
}of new lines have been constructed. 
{In the course of this work some of 
| the most amazing examples of danger 
{ous and unsatifactory line work pro- 
|bably in the province has been de- 
|molished to the satisfaction of all 
concerned. The Electrical Protectio: 
| Act calls for completion of this work 
|by March, 1924, and although it is 
|highly improbable that our work will 
| be finished by that time, there is little 
doubt that we shall be able to get a 
reasonable extension of time as the 
| government recognize the difficulty of 
\financing new construction out of re 
venue and very few towns in Alberta 
are able to borrow money for any pur- 
pose whatever. The work done up to 
the present represents the heart of the 
distribution system; it has been in- 
spected by the chief inspector who has 
‘expressed complete satisfaction with 
the work.

Financial 

For the first time in 
the waterworks system has been “ble 
to get along without any grant what- 
soever from taxation, the usual $5,000 
grant this year not being needed. In 
the course of the rebuilding of the 
electric light system, the street light- 
ing system has at the same time been 
rebuilt and the cost has been absorb- 
ed by the electric light department. 
This of course, is properly a charye 
against taxation. These two items 
amounting to $6,000 has _ afforded 
some relief to the taxpayers. 

The present system, now very much 
in use all over the west, of rebuilding 
utilities out of current revenue is a 
{most unpopular one, but since we can 
not borrow money it is the cnly way 
possible. There is only one thing 
worse than rebuilding out of surplus 
revenue and that is to have no sur- 
plus to build with. However, it does 
appear very unfair to have the pre- 
sent customers pay for the mistakes 
of the past 15 years and make them 
provide debt free plant and equip- 
ment for the next ten or fifteen. 

During the time the town has been 
relieved of paying its debenture debts 
the utilities have been earning their 
debenture interest and sinking fund 
and turning it over to the general ce- 
venue of the town. The net result 
has been the reducing of the bank debt 
some $30,000. In the present year 
this bank debt should be wiped out 
and I would suggest that the council 
take the matter up with the finance 
commission to allow the use of some 
of the utilities debenture redemption 
fund to replace the wooden water 
mains and finish our pole lines. If 
the bondholders will consent to this 
scheme there is no reason why the 
water and light rates cannot be reduc- 
ed in accordance with the economies 
effected in the operation of the utilities 
as a whole, 

In looking back over a period of 
three years I feel that much has been 
accomplished to be proud of. Out of 
what appeared to be a hopeless mud- 
dle of mechanical, electrical and fin- 
ancial roubles, order and profit are 
beginning to come and if the next 
three years are as productive of re- 
sults there appears to be no reason 
why the utilities should not be as well 
constructed and as cheaply operated 
as any of similar size in the country.

| MAJOR WALLACE SHARP, 
ALBERTA VETERAN, DEAD 

News of the death of Major Wal- 
lace Sharp, D.S.O., Croix de Guerre, 
was received Friday morning in Mac- 
leod, where he i 1] known in mili 
tary arfd sp f circles. Major 
Sharp died at his home near Lund- 
breck, Firgrove Ranch, at 1 o'clock 
on Friday morning after an illness 
of about one month, during which time 
the searlet fever with which he wa 
stricken, developed into pneumonia, 
bringing with it further complications 
that brought about his death. 

Major Sharpe 34 years of age 
at the time of his death. He was born 
on the ranch of his father near Lund- 
breck. In February, 1915, he joined 
the 138th C.M.R. at Pincher Creel 
and was gazetted to “A” squac 
a troop lieutenant. He was one of 
the first of the regiment to see active 
service, leaving Sarcee Camp, Calgary, 
in August of the same year’ with 
a draft of men for the Canadian cav- 
alry, and on reaching England joined 
the Fort Garry Horse, with which unit 
he went to France. 


Emerging safely from several ma-j 


jor engagements, and after having 
been awarded the Distinguished Ser- 
vice Order for gallantry, he was sev- 
erely wounded by a bursting shell on 
the canal bank in front of Cambrau, 
when Canadian cavalry supported the 
British attack upon that position in 
November, 1917. Amputation of one 
leg was necessary and he was evac- 
uated to Canada shortly afterwards. 
He leaves a widow, one son, Ernest, 
aged three years, his mother, Mrs 
W. T. Eddy, Calgary, and his sister, 
Mrs, W. Larnour, Calgary. He was 
married in England during the war, 
Major Sharpe has suffered contin 
ually from the wounds he received 
during the war, and since his return 
has been in hospital several times. 
He was well known throughout South- 
ern Alberta, and had many friends in 
Macleod.

\ladies hid their faces in their shawls 
and blankets as the old man with the 
| white whiskers did not look very good 
to them, but they did not forget to 
\tell their husbands to get the goodies 
After a while Santa commenced dis- 
\tributing the gifts. There were lovel, 
lovercoats, suits, ties, mitts for the 
|men, shawls, quilts, clothing and 
blankets for the women, and toys and 
| dolls for the younger ones, What a 
grand and glorious time they had! 
|Not one was overlooked and after all 
|\the gifts had been given away the old 
|chiefs began to burst forth into elo- 
|quence on what good and generous 
people the principal and staff of St. 
Paul’s mission were. After quite a 
llot of speaking the large audience 
}commenced to drift away to their 
homes on the reserve, although many 
of the older Indians stayed quite lats, 
loathe to drag themselves away from 
the scenes of happiness and merri- 
ment. 

On Old Year’s Eve, the Watch- 
\night service was commenced at 11.30 
p.m. Before that time the church was 
packed to overflowing. Over 175 In- 
dians were present, and together with 
about 40 white people extra seats had 
to be brought in to accomodate the 
huge congregation. The Rev, S. Mid- 
dleton, principal of the Mission, con- 
ducted the service and a beautiful and 
inspiring address by his reverence 
there was silent prayer for several 
minutes during which time the New 
Year had commenced. Following this 
the Holy Eucharist was then present- 
ed, and it was at this communion ser- 
vice that one could see the advantage 
of education and Christianity for the 
Indians of the Blood Reserve. Over 
75 Indians, both men and women, re- 
ceived the Holy Sacrament. It was 
a sight never to be forgotten. Every 
one of these communicants who were 
nearly all ex-pupils of St. Paul’s school 
had been confirmed by his lordship, 
the Bishop of Calgary, and had been 
prepared and instructed by the Rey. 
Middleton during the past ten years of 
his principalship at St. Paul's Mission
